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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejections of claims 1 ,2,5-8,1 1,14 under 35 
U.S.C 103(a) over Hagiwara et al. (GB 2,257,71 1 A) as presented in final rejection dated 5/4/06 are sustained. All other rejections are 
withdrawn in view of the arguments presented in the amendment dated 8/4/06. With respect to the rejection over Hagiwara et al., it is 
noted that applicants* arguments focus on the water content in the aqueous compositions. While Hagiwara et al. disclose a water content 
of 30-90% by wt., based on the total wt. of the composition (pages 8-9), the instant claims recite an amount of greater than 10% and less 
than 30% by wt. It is the examiner's position that water contents close to 30% by wt. are obvious over the prior art teachings because a 
skilled artisan would have expected a composition with similar properties even when the amount of water is not exactly 30% but close to 
30% by wt. Given that the prior art does not contain negative teachings and does not explicitly exclude water contents less than 30% by 
wt., it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include amounts close to 30% by wt. and thereby obtain the instant 
invention. It is also noted that applicants have not provided any data to support the criticality and unexpected results of the claimed range 
to overcome to rejection over Hagiwara et al. 
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
